S.O. 72(E).—WHEREAS section 36 of the Multi-State Cooperative Socie¬ 
ties Act, 1984 (51 of 1984) (hereinafter referred as the Act) provides that no 
person shall be eligible to ho’d, at the same time, office of President o: 
Chairman or Vice President or Vice Chairman on the Board of more than one 
multi-State cooperative society; 


AND whereas the National Cooperative Union of India (hereinafter referred 
to as NCUI) had represented to the Central Government that (the President 
of NCUI had also been elected as Chairman of National Cooperative Bank oi 
India (hereinafter referred ,to as NCBI) on the 3rd February, 1994 and that 
the NCUI promoted NCBI which is still in its infancy and the President of 
NCUI is likely to play an active role in augmenting the share capital base of 
NCBI and obtaining licence from Reserve Bank of India for Basking business; 

AND whereas the request of (he Board of Directors of NCUI was considered 
and exemption from the application of Section 36 of the Act was granted to 
NCUI and NCBI for a period of one year from the date of election vide 
Notification No. R-11017|7|94-L&M dated 5-8-94 of Government of India, 
Ministry of Agriculture; 


AND whereas it has again been requested that efforts are being made to 
locate registered and administrative offices of NCBI, to obtain licence from 
Reserve Bank of India for commencing banking business, to mobilise equity of 
Rs. 100.00 crores as per norms of Reserve Bank of India and that the Reserve 
Bank of India is likely to take some more time for granting licence for banking 
business; 


AND whereas for the aforementioned reasons, and to facilitate the smooth 
growth of NCBI in initial stages, it has been considered expedient to allow the 
President of NCUI to hold the office of Chairman of NCBI at the same dime; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) o£- 
section 99 of the said Act, the Central ,Government hereby exempts the NCUI 
and NCBI from the provisions of section 36 of the said Act so as to enable the 
President of NCUI to hold office simultaneously as Chairman, NCBI for a 
period of one year from the 3rd February, 1995,
